OF TENEMENT FIRE 


Sudden Blaze in New York's 
Crowded East Side Brings 


Swift Death to 
| Sleepers. 


HEROISM MARKS TRAGEDY 


| Firemen Risk Own Lives to 


Snatch Trapped Italians from 
Flames; Many of the In- 
jured Dying. 


New York, July 28+<{Speocial.j}—Twenty 
east side tenement dwellers, seven of them 
children and eight women, were burned to 
death and more than twenty fatally injured 
in a fire tonight, which, following an ex- 
plosion, swept through the six story hive in 
which they lived. 

The horror was a repetition of the period- 
ical blase that sweepe through the densely 
populated foreign section of the city and is 
almost invariably attended with panic and 
death. The wrecked building tonight was 
at 222 Christie street, where a six story tene- 
ment rose above the grocery store basement. 
An explosion, as yet unaccounted for, tore 
out the front of the building and the fire that 
followed caught the twenty families, number- 
ing about 100 persons, while most of them 
were sound asleep. Not until the ashes 
have cooled will it be possible to recover the 
bones of the dead 


No Time to Escape Flames. 

The tenement wae occupied chiefly by 
Italians, A passerby was attracted by the 
explosion, which apparently occurred on 
the basement floor. As he turned toward 
the building, the whole front, with its flimsy 
fire escapes, fell tnto the street, and from the 


| sagging floors a score of half-awakened per- 


sons dropped into the Street. Many of th 
were badly hurt, but they proved to be pos 
more fortunate of the tenants, for in an- 
other moment the building was wrapped in 
Games and the cries of persons burning to 
to death rent the air. In the wild panic 
that followed many received mortal in- 
juries. . 
The police and firemen who early 

the scene attempted to take the 

tenants from the side and rear windows, but 
the few who were free to act did not wait for 
assistance but Jumped into the street. Several 
who sought escape by a rear stairway were 
driven back by choking smoke. Gome of 
these made oy way through the fire to 


. Thrilling deeds of heroigm by firemen 


marked the tragedy. 

When fire patrol No. 7 arrived on the scene 
Capt. Albert Johnson saw how he could save 
some. In a sixth story window there were 
hanging a group of persons, women and 
children. Just across from them, hardly 
three feet away, was the window on the 
sixth floor of the tenement adjoining. 

Accompanied by Detective Connors, John- 
son ran to the top floor of 224. There was 
a small ledge just below the window and on 
this the captain took his stand, with Connors 
behind him holding one arm. Reaching as 
far as he could, Johnson could just touch the 
hands of Tommaso Gaszaino, who, with his 
three children and his wife, had fled to the 
window. 


Drags Seven Across Gulf. 

The man was the first saved. He was 
swung around the big firemen, so that Con- 
nors could reach him and drag him to safety. 
The others followed in rapid succession, 
while the crowd below roared applause. In 
this way, too, a woman and her baby were 
also pulled across the gulf. 

By this time the entire neighborhood was 
a lurid glare from the mass of fire which, 
sweeping upstairs, had reached and burst 
through the roof. The roar of the flames 
was deafening and the scorching heat drove 
the workers away from the building after 
only a few seconds of blistering work; The 
flames were not controlled until the building 
was practically in ashes, when the search for 
the dead began. 


ELEPHANT FIGHTS FOR PENNY. 


Gunda Badly Injures Keeper, Who He 
Thought Was Trying to Steal 
Coin. 


New York, July 28.—[Special.)—Otto Hoff- 
man was appointed keeper of the Bronx park 
200 a week ago and assigned to act as valet to 
Gunda, the frugal elephant. Gunda amuses 
the crowds by ringing a bell, picking up 
pennies that are thrown to him, and putting 
them away carefully on a shelf for a rainy 
day. 

He was so engaged today when a penny 
rolled beyond his reach. Valet Hoffman went 
after the coin. Gunda misconstrued his in- 
tentions, grabbed him, and dragged him into 
the cage. 

Hoffman did some fancy acrohatic stunts, 
using the elephant’s tusks for parallel bars, 
and managed to keep himself out from under 
the beast’s feet, and other keepers prodded 
until Hoffman got away. He wae badly 
bruised about the body and had a crushed 
rib.

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PAY DAY BUSE SUCCEEDS. 


Steel Corporation Behind Search for 
Perpetrators of Crimes. 


Newcastle, Pa., July 28.—[Special.]—After 
working for months and spending thousands 
of dollars spreading a dragnet: that caught 
men in four states, the United States Steel 
corporation has rounded up what is believed 
to be the worst gang of black hand assassins 
in the country. Forty men now are in jail 
at Newcastle, Youngstown, Sharon, Pa., 
Plainfield, N. J., and Rochester, N. 1. A 
dozen murders in the Mahoning and She- 
nango valleys are attributed to the gang. 
One, it is charged, was committed by a boy 
of 19 who, policemen say, boasts of being a 
member of the black hand. 

The arrests and breaking up of the gang 
were brought about by County Detective 
Creighton G. Logan of Lawrence county, 
Chief W. W. McDowell of Youngstown, and 
detectives employed by the steel corporation. 

The gang was firmly intrenched, having 
worked unmolested for years. Its head- 
quarters were at Hillsville, a quarry town in 
Lawrence county, a 80 miles west of New- 
castle. 

There are located the immense quarries of 
the Johnston Limestone company. Hilisville 
is known locally as Helltown,“ because of 
its reputation for crime. 


Pay Day Ruse Succeeds. 

Saturday afternoon, July 13, twenty-one 
men were raided at Hillsville and taken to 
the Newcastle jail before their friends knew 
what was happening. The raid was made 
by County Detective Long, Detective S. B. 
Marshall of Newcastle, Deputy Sheriff Frank 
Waddington, Detective Mehard, several 
Newcastle policemen, and railroad detect- 
ives. 

The time selected for the raid was pay day 
at the Johnston quarries. The paymaster’s 
office is a little affair. Only one man can 
enter at a time. As the men came up for 
their money a stranger with a check list 
scanned them, and the marked man would 
be told there was something wrong with his 
envelope and asked to step into the back 
of the office. 

Before the alarm was raised twelve men 
had been inveigled into the room and hand- 
cuffed. Then a woman noticed that the men 
who went into the office had not come out 
and warned the gang. 

Take Nine in Dash. 

Finally all were paid off, but nine suspects 
were still wanted. A box car backed up the 
siding to the quarries, the doors opened, and 
the local police made a dash. A house in the 
town wae surrounded and the missing aie 
men captured. 

The men under arrest were charged with 
conspiracy to rob and with being suspicious 
persons. At the hearings eight were dis- 
charged and the others are still in jail. 

After the raid the Italians began to tell 
their storiem They deal with tales of. abuse 
and persecution that seem almost beyond be- 


lief.

Jotti 
is said to have conducted a school in which

PRODIGAL SON SHOOTS FAMILY 


Tragic Quarrel at Prominent 
American Home in Paris. 


FATHER DYING AS MAN FIRES 


Brothers and Sisters Wonnded—Chil- 
dren of Former Embassy Attache. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, July 28.—After an affecting recon- 
ciliation with his dying father Hlenry Hunt- 
ington this afternoon shot his two brothers 
and sisters in their home at Versailles and 
was arrested as he dashed from the house. 

Commander Douglas St. George Hunting- 
ton, a naval veteran of America’s civil war 
and long an attaché of the American em- 
bassy, has been in poor health for months, 
With him in his home at 7 Rue Maurepas 
lived his wife, his two daughters, Edith and 
Elizabeth, and his sons, Alonzo and Douglas. 

Henry and his father quarreled ten years 
ago. The son blamed his mother and broth- 
ers and sisters for his father’s censure wnich 
led to the breach, and when he left home he 
vowed never to recognize them. 


Quarrel After Reconciliation.

Struggle in the Jury Room. | 


The story of the struggle in the little jury 
room revolves around the fight made by those 
who were for acquittal to win over the few 
who were for conviction. 

When the jurors retired yesterday morning 
shortly after 11 o’clock they proceeded to the 
election of a foreman, Thomas B. Geass, No. 1, 
being selected. Then came the first formal 
ballot, which resulted: 

Not guilty, & 

Guilty, 2. 

Blank, 2. 

The blank ballots were cast by Foreman 
Gess and A. P. Burns, both farmers. The 
second vote was 9 to 8, Gess going over to the 
majority. Then Burns joined in, making it 
10 to 2. ’ 

Here the jury remained at a deadlock for 
twelve hours, the two men insisting upon 
conviction in some degree being Thomas 
Powell and Samuel D. Gilman, ranchers. The 
jurors in favor of acquittal took turns in 
arguing with the recalcitrants. Once during 
the long debate, as the doors of the jury room 
stood open, Mr. Powell could be seen seated 
at the table poring over a copy of Judge 
Wood's instructions. At 8:80 a.m. he suc- 
cumbed, and then all the jurymen turned in 
for a nap. 

It was a little after 6 o’clock when Juror 
Gilman was aroused with the announcement 
that another vote was about to be taken. 

„% Well,“ he said, “if anybody would stick 
with me I would stay here as long as any of 
the rest of you, but as I am alone I will fall 
in with your wishes.“ 


Say Judge’s Charge Influenced. 

Inquiry among the jurors after this dis- 
missal revealed some of the elements enter- 
ing into their decision. Samuel D. Gilman, 
the last man to be won over to the defense, 
declared that a majority of the men seemed 
convinced that the general tone of the court's 
instructions indicated that the defendant 
should be freed. Finley McBean, who voted 
consistently for acquittal from the first, de- 
clared that the judge’s instructions seemed 
to settle all doubt as to the course he should 


e. 
Juror James Robertson, the good natured 
Scotchman, at whose house here in Boise 
Gov. Steunenberg boarded for more than 
two years, said: 

1 could not reconcile myself to voting 
any other way than with the defense from the 
first, and I think that under the law and 
the evidence there was nothing else for us 
to do. The last fellow who held out against 
acquittal belongs to the same fraternal or- 
ganization that I do. There was some talk 
of a compromise on a second degree verdict, 
but we would not stand for that—it either 
had to be acquittal or I would have staid 
there forever.’’ 

Juror Samuel F. Russell, the senior member 
of the panel, said: There was nothing 
against Haywood but suspicion and infer- 
ence, and when we came to dovetail the evi- 
dence in the jury room it did not seem some- 
how to fit.” 


See Nothing but Acquittal. 


Samuel D. Gilman, juror No. 8, said: 

“I cannot point out any particular instruc- 

tion that seemed to decide the boys on a 
verdict of not guilty. I do not think there 
was any particular instruction that they de- 
bated over. I believe it was the instruc- 
tions generally. They couldn't seem to make 
head or tail of them, but were convinced 
that the general tone indicated that the 
defendant should be freed. Some of them 
seemed to think ‘the instructions were very 
strong regarding corroborative testimony, 
and some sgid that they could not be clear 
as to the nable doubt.“ 
There are many in Boise who incline to 
the opinion that a controlling influence with 
the jury was their disbelief of Orchard’s 
testimony. Haywood's counsel in all their 
arguments heaped abuse upon Orchard and 
told of the general contempt in which all 
classes held such a man as he. 


Disbelief in Orchard a Factor. | 


The attorneys played upon the probability 
that Orchard had been promised immunity 
by some one connected with the prosecution, 
and called attention to the fact-that he had 
been treated with the greatest of considera- 
tion by the penitentiary authorities since 
hig confession was made to a Pinkerton de- 
tective. 

Judge Wood in his charge warned the 
jury to view Orchard’s testimony with great 
caution and as a test of the corroborating 
evidence suggested that the story told by 
Orchard be laid aside and the remainder 
of the evidence viewed in that light. It was 
not necessary, however, he added, that the 
role a evidence should prove every 
point. 

In the days of jury selection a vein of 
prejudice against Orchard was uncovered 
unexpectedly when the trial panel was more 
than half completed. One of the proposed 
jurymen volunteered as an excuse the in- 
formation that he would not, could not be- 
lieve Orchard under any circumstances. This 
was a cause for his challenge and removal 
and thereafter the attorneys for the state in- 
qu:red carefully into the matter of antipathy 
to a confessing witness. 


How the Jurors Viewed Orchard. 

There was considerable divergence among 
the jurors with respect to the testimony of 
Orchard. Robertson, Russell. and Sebern 
replied scornfully to the question as to 
whether they believed him or not, and Seberpr 
repeated a declaration he had made to his 
fellow jurors that he would not hang the 
devil on the testimony of such a Witness,“ 
whom he described by that familiar but un- 
printable epithet which always means a fight 
in the east, but which is a term of endearment 
of the west, when accompanied by a twinkle 
in the eyes.

at the défense table throughout the trial, 
was unable to be present at the closing argu- 
ment or scenes. He is now dying in the hos- 
pital here. Haywood called on him early to- 
day and the scene between the two is said to 
have been most affecting. Haywood lifted 
the slight form of the dying man in his e-ms 
and Murphy is quoted as saying between 
stifled gasps: 

“ Bill, in this hour of your great triumph 
be humble and thankful.“ Murphy is not ex- 
pected to live many days. 


Orchard Must Pay Penalty. 


Whatever occurs in the other cases it is 
settled that there will be no complaisance 
in the handling of Orchard’s case. It was 
the constant assertion of the défense 
throughout the trial that he was testifying. 
as he did merely to save his own neck, an 
Juror Russell admitted this morning that 
he believed the assertion, although the only 
evidence introduced on that point contra- 
dicted it flatly. ‘“ He was swearing to save 
his neck.“ was the way Russell put it. 

There has been no promise. or intimation 
of a promise of immunity in any degree to 
Orchard, however, and it is reiterated today 
that here will be none. 

Just as soon as he is no longer needed as a 
witness in any of the other cases growing 
out of his confession his own case will be 
tried, and if he is convicted, which seems to 
be inevitable, he will be hanged. 


Cases of Moyer and Pettibone. 


The procedure in the Moyer and Pettibone 
cases may be affected somewhat by what 
Colorado does in regard to Haywood and 
Steve Adams. Adams is wanted badly in 
Telluride for the murder of Arthur Collins, 
and there is no question as to sufficiency of 
evidence there to secure a conviction. He 
will be probably taken there in a few weeks 
for trial. 

Haywood put in an extremely busy day of 
it. When he went back to his cell to pack up 
his belongings he left over the door a card 
bearing the words, Forget it,“, the ad- 
monition of Lottle Day to Orchard when he 
talked of killing Steunenberg, as she said. 

Haywood received telegrams of congratu- 
lations by the hatful all day. He will go 
back to Denver as soon as he can arrange to 
take his family there.

Mr. Richardson in the afternoon issued a 
statement of 2,000 words reviewing the whole 
case and expressing his satisfaction with the 
result and the fairness of the trial. 

As was sald in these dispatches several 
Gays ago, the result will not in any manner 
change the opinion of that element of the 
Idaho population which has been actively 
supporting the prosecution. The great mass 
of the people here believe Haywood and 
Pettibone are guilty, and that belief has not 
been altered by the fact that the state could 
not secure a conviction. 

The verdict came not only as a surprise but 
at a shock and a disappointment. There will 
undoubtedly be much criticism of Judge 
Wood, on account of his instructions, and 
there were indications today that some of it 
would be bitter. But it is to be said right 
here. that no matter what may be charged 
against him as this issue increases in heat, 
there can he no foundation for an attack 
upon his personal integrity or his fearless- 
ness. 


Judge Wood’s Course Fearless. 

No one here knows the sentiment of the 
people better than he or could realize more 
fully than he must have done the storm of 
disapprobation that now seems inevitable 
because of his action. He showed his cour- 
age in delivering such a charge as he deliv- 
ered under such circumstances. 

But, anyway, the Haywood trial is ended 
and those connected with the defense are 
not the only ones who are thankful. The 
feeling in Boise over the verdict was weil 
illustrated by an incident that happened at 
the ball game this afternoon. They got into 
the usual row with the umpire and in the 
midst of it a brass lunged rooter shouted from 
the grand stand. Kill him! Kill him!

The Chronicle (liberal)—The state of so- 
ciety revealed by the trial is more terrible 
than any civil war, because it is more treach- 
erous and likely to be more lasting. From 
beginning to end it reveals a condition of

The Daily News (radical)—From the outset 
the question has been complicated by fierce 
prejudices of a kind of smoldering class war. 
The whole movement, both in the revelations 
of the trial and its accompaniments in public 
excitement, illustrated the Insecurity of au- 
thority in America and profound skepticism 
concerning the identity of law and justice.

There is much sympathy expressed for the 
policeman, the women of the neighborhood 
remarking what a lovely man he is, how his 
wife abuses him, and how generally peaceful 
the neighborhood was before Mrs. Farry be- 
gan having her own way. P. J. Walsh, the 
family grocer, says Farry is not getting a 
square deal, and Capt. Gibbons, Farry's su- 
perior, says he Is a steady going, hard work- 
ing officer, and that there is no ground for 
Mrs. Farry's charge that he gets intoxicated. 
Farry himself says he knows he is all right, 
because Capt. Gibbons would not have a 
bum or a drunkard under him.”

It's got nothing to do with 
this case. My lawyer has told me not to 
talk. Besides, I mever wrote any such let

‘Offers Bribe for Diploma. 


One of these letters containing the bribe 
offer was as follows: 


Chicago, March 12, 1906.—S. D. Van Meter, M. 
D. —- Dear Doctor: I received your valued favor and 


Information some time ago, for which I feel grate- 


ful, with regard to obtaining a license in your state. 
I am not well prepared to go there at present, and 
I am not overconfident that your board of ex- 
aminers would accept my application. 

However, if you can help me out I will remember 
you. I will make you a nice present of a good 
gold watch and chain and e diamond set locket as 
good as ever put together by the hands of man. 
I fear I would starve to death in Colorado, as 
there are so many doctors and so much competition 
all over. Chicago is also run over with doctors 
and lawyers; they are in every nook and corner 
of the city, and the college still grinding them out 
by thousands. 

My plan, doctor, is as follows, if I can get a 


license from you: I will, if you wish me to, lay 
dormant, say not a word about it, and await an 


opportunity after a couple of years, and possibly 
through this and tHe eid of a diploma from here 
and a license from the examining board get a H, 
cense in New York state. That is my ambition, 
I have no desire at all to practice in Colorado.

WORK IS GOING ON FAST.

Grant park, or that part of it which nas 
been so long a terra incognito to the people 
of Chicago, has entered at last upon its final 
state evolution. The finishing touches— 
the begin of the end—are being laid on. 
Sixty acres of the extension east of the Tlli- 
nois Central railroad tracks are now up to 
grade and the driveways are outlined and 
partly d. 


Tracks are being laid connecting the south 
end of the new park with the Illinois Central 
railroad, over which 70,000 cubic yards of 


ground this year to nurture the grass, shruo- 
bery, and trees that are to adorn the city’s 
new playground. 

The drives extend around the entire bound- 
ary of the park, connecting with Michigan 
avenue at the cross streets where there are 


That part of the drives now up to grade 
around both ends and part of the water 


These drives are to be coated with 
cinders and they will be usable by the public 


next spring, according to a statement made |, 
yesterday by J. F. Foster, general superin- 


tendent of the south park system. 

Mr. Foster said the top finish of the drives 
would not be laid until later, as there is a fill 
of twenty-five feet of various materials which 
doubtless will settle unevenly, and until that 
settling takes place oe Wul 
de used. 

Work Goes On Night and Day. 

Since the south park board took charge 
of the lake front strip in 1897 more than 
7,000,000 cubic’ yards of filling material have 
been dumped into the lake east of the rail- 
road. The work is still goingeon. Night and 
day three locomotives are hauling trains of 
cars loaded with clay from the Illinois tunnel 
and dumping it where it is needed. Other 
material is constantly hauled in wagons from 
other sources, and the park commission ex- 
pects the work of filling will be completed 
by next fall. 

The park itself, the beautified breathing 
spot wrested from the waste waters of Lake 
Michigan, will be finished practically—parks 
naturally being never finished until they are 
abandoned—by the end of the working sea- 
son next year. : 

At the north end of the old Lake Front 
park, adjoining the site on which the tem- 
porary postoffice stood, is a section of ground 
that has not been improved, but was left 
as a ball ground for those who care to use 
it. Something’ is to be done to beautify this 
bare spot, but just what cannot be deter- 
mined until a decision is reached regarding 
the boulevard link with the north side park 
system. The question of how this link shall 
be constructed is still under consideration 
by the Commercial club, park boards, and 
others interested. 


Site for Field Museum. 


The general plan of the new park section 
is simple. The central part, extending from 
Hubbard place to Jackson boulevard, is to 
be the site of the great Field museum, which 


with ample lawns and walks surrounding it 
and statues facing each of the four entrances, 
The main entrance on the west will be on a 
line with Congress street. 

The remainder of the park ia divided into 
the north and south meadows, the former 
extending from Jackson boulevard to Ran- 
dolph street; the latter from Hubbard place 
to Park row. The meadows are to be mainly 
playgrounds, provision being made for base- 
ball fields, tennis courts, and other arenas. 

Mr. Foster expressed his astonishment at 
the number of persons who had urged the 
board to provide for athletic games in the 
new park, saying he had no idea so many 
people lived in the neighborhood. 

With the exception of a spacious yacht har- 
bor at the south end, there will be no body of 
water in the new park, neither lake, Yagoon, 
nor canal. Mr. Foster said there was plenty 
of water just outside and that probably would 
suffice. There is to be a landing at Jackson 
boulevard for steam launches and ferry boats 
and another at Hubbard place for small 
— and where there will be small boats to 
— 

Already the breakwater ot piling and stones 
is beginning to go to pieces.

Mai. Lemair admits that on several occa-

| for three years and two months, he caused 
: native soldiers, and even their wives, to be 
| flogged. He penetrated to regions never be- 
fore reached by a white man, and inhabited 
by wild tribes and cannibals, and he claims 
that there was no way other than flogging 
to preserve the discipline indispensable to 

| the security and success of an expedition 

among brigands, accustomed to kill, raid, 
and capture, and to ill treat women. 

In every instance of flogging, however, he 
faithfully reported the facts, and never re- 
celved a word of censure. On the contrary, 
he was accorded nothing but praise for his 
conduct of this expedition, and he was ever 
decorated by King Leopold. No charges 
were preferred against the major until the 
administration decided he had been too in- 
sistent in calling attention to the frightful 
and unchecked abuses in the Congo.

PRODS JUDGE IN RATE CASE. 


Gov. Swanson of Virginia Criti- 
cises Pritchard’s Action. 
SAYS IT IS OUTRAGEOUS. 


Ruling in Matters Affecting Old Do- 
minion Styled Inconsistent. 


Richmond, Va., July 28.—In an interview 
today Gov. Swanson of Virginia gives his 
position regarding the railroad rate situation 
in this state. The governor says the case in 
Virginia is different from that in North Car- 
olina, as no law establishing rates in this 
state has yet been perfected and that the par- 
amount authority for fixing rates is vested in 
the corporation commission, which Judge 
Pritchard recently enjoined from publishing 
ita order for a uniform 2 cent rate. 

The governor says that under Judge Pritch- 
‘ard’s injunction the commission was pre- 
vented from ‘‘ perfecting the third act neces- 
sary to fixing the rate ’. [publication there- 
of], and that thus there is no 2 cent law in 
Virginia today. Under the constitution, said 
Gov. Swanson, in order for the commission 
to fix a rate it must take three necessary 
steps—viz: Give notice to the transportation 
companies to appear; second, give a hear- 


to the existing atrocities and disgraceful ad- 
ministration. During his eighteen years’ 
service he crossed Africa twice without firing 
a cartridge at a native.

Four years’ 
service, however, opened his eyes to the true 
reasons why Africa was being deluged in 
‘innocent blood. 
the blacks, pointing out their good qualities, 
and upheld the work of themissionaries. He 
realized the danger of a continuance of irre- 
sponsible control ih the Congo and became 
a champion of annexation as the sole remedy. 


Tortures by Soldiers. 


Continuing, the major relates his repeated 
and vain attempts to have the soldiery under 
him punished for their ill treatment of the 
natives. 

„I have seen them, he writes, ‘‘ kick the 
poor rubber and ivory bearers until they fell 
from exhaustion and then torture the un- 
fortunates amid howls of laughter. I re- 
peatediy reported cases of robbery, murder, 
and outrage, but these reports were un- 
heeded.” 

The major says he once received a letter 
from the governor general of the Congo ad- 
vising him that his services were greatly

HAYWOOD ACQUITTED. 

Haywood, the secretary of the Western 
Federation of Miners, has been acquitted. 
Moyer, the president, and Pettibone, a 
committeeman, are yet to be tried. The 
verdict will be in the nature of a surprise 
to the many who had anticipated a dis- 
agreement. 

The first ballot showed that a majority 
of the jurors did not believe that Orch- 
ard's testimony was sufficiently corrob- 
orated to justify them in accepting it. 
They ultimately won the minority over to 
their opinion. The presiding judge had 
told the jurors in instructions which were 
eminently satisfactory to the lawyers for 
the defense that Haywood could not be 
convicted upon Orchard’s testimony unless 
corroborated by other evidence, which of 
itself, without the aid of that testimony, 
tended to connect the defendant with the 
murder of ex-Gov. Steunenberg. 

The verdict of the jury sets Haywood 
free, but public opinion has not cleared 
him. Under the Idaho statute the jury 
could not convict on Orchard’s testimony, 
even if they believed it, unless it was sup- 


character described by the judge. Public 
opinion is not bound by the Idaho statute. 
Among those who are not ardent sympa- 
thizers with Haywood and his federation 
the belief of the greater number is that 
Orchard’s repentance, or conversion, is 
genuine; und his story—which there was 
considerable outside evidence to corrob- 
orate—substantially true. 

Haywood has been acquitted, and it is 
a reasonable presumption that Moyer and 
Pettibone will be also.

Now that the trial is over there can be 
no impropriety in saying a word abont 
Mr. Clarence Darrow’s so-called argn- 
ment. What effect it may have had upon 
the jury is unknown, though it probably 
provoked a feeling of disgust. There is 
no room for doubt as to the effect upon 
the reading public. It was that the 
defendant had ‘blundered grossly in 
the choice of, his Chicago counsel. The

It was not 
an argument. It was a long tirade 
against religion, morality, and law. For 
these Mr. Darrow had only ‘scoffs and 
sneers. Of the question before the court 
he had little to say. He preferred to use 
the time in arousing passion and preju- 
dice. “ What are constitutions for,” said 
he, “except to be used for the rich and 
destroy the laws made for the poor?”

It costs an enormous amount of money 
in England to enforce claims to a peera :

He is, however, poor, that is to say, as 
dukes go, and sacrificed a fortune which 
he would otherwise have inherited from his 
uncle, owing to his persistence in marrying, 
against the wishes of that kinsman, a charm- 
ing Canadian woman of Scotch extraction 
and of excellent family.

The duchess has been 
her husband’s comrade and companion in 
many of his shooting expeditions in the 
Rocky mountains and in the.far west of 
Canada, and has published seversi volumes 
recording these trips, the most successful 
and popular having. been one entitled, Im- 
Dreagions . a Tenderfoot.“

‘Close American friends, but, like her hus- 


otead of having them thrust upon her against 

her will, and a few years ago the duke 
attracted considerable attention on this side 
of the Atlantic by addressing letters to the 
Paris Herald and to a number of other news- 
papers, vigorously protesting against the 
mention of his wife’s name as having been 
present at an entertainment given on the 
Riviera by a New York woman, and de- 
claring that the duchess did not know and 
had never met the woman in question. 

The action of the duke was prompted by 
the free use which had been made of his 
wife’s name by certain people.who, visititig 
Europe to further their social. prospects 
here, make a practice of sending to the news- 
papers altogether mythical liets of great 
personages whom they describe as having 
figured at their entertainments, feeling rela- 
tively safe from discovery and exposure 
by the unlikelihood of the American papers 
to which the lists are sent ever being brought 
to the attention of the great personages 
whose names have gd been mulaised: 


The duke is an r clever raconteur, 
independent in character, and much liked 
among his neighbors in Devonshire. His 
family is one of the most ancient and - 
lustrious in the united kingdom, and had been 
in existence for two or three hundred years 
when Sir Willlam Seymour, one of the an- 
cestors of the duke, attended Edward the 
Black Prince into Gascony. 

Sir Edward Seymour was created first duke 
of Somerset inp 1546, and as lord protector 
was regent of England during the minority 
of his nephew, Edward VI., and one of the 
leading spirits fi: the creation of the state 
church of England. 

He lost his head on the scaffold; and his 
son as well as other of his descendants and 
heirs to his honors figures in the annals of 
England as having suffered imprisonment 
and exile at the hands of the crown. The 
first duke of Somerset, by the bye, Was 
brother-in-law of King Henry VIII., and jt 
was on the occasion of the marriage of hie 
sister, Lady Jane Seymour, to the Blue 
Beard king that the Seymours 88 from 
that monarch the right to quarter the arms 
of England with their own.

If the present duke is far from rich, that 
is to say, for a nobleman ot his rank, it 
is not only due to the fact that he angered 
his uncle, who, in consequence thereof, left 
most of ‘his money to the duke's younger 
brother, Lord Percy, who has just died, but 
it is also because the twelfth duke, popu- 
larly known as “ the Sheridan duke,” allenat- 
ed every vestige of property not strictly en- 
tailed from the dukedom, bequeathing it to 
his three daughters. 

He ever alienated the magnificent family 
plate. much of it dating from the time of the 
lord protector, as well as the almost pricé- 
less pictures, and so great was the indig- 
nation of his brothers, who succeeded him 
as thirteenth and fourteenth duke, that they 
caused a memorial composed of a big cross 
and tombstone of Aberdeen granite to be pre- 
pared and inscribed with the tollowing 
words: 

“The twelfth duke was the Sheridan duke. 
He defrauded and nearly ruined the Sey- 
mour family.”

Questions to Be Decided. 

The report, in rt, says: 

„We wish to 0 the fact that the 
public utilities are so constituted that it is 
impossible for them to be regulated by com- 
petition. Therefore, they must be controlled 
and regulated by the government, or they 
must be left to de as they please, or they 
must de operated by the public. There is no 
‘other course. None of us is in favor of 
leaving them to their own will, and the ques- 
tion is whether it is better to regulate or to 
operate. 

„There are no particular reasons why 
the financial results from private or public 
operation should’ be different if the condi- 
tions are the same. In each case it ima 
question of the proper man in charge of the 
business and of local conditions. 

“ We are of the opinion that a public utility 
which concerns the health of the citizens. 
should not be left to individuals, where the 
temptatian of profit might produce disastrous 
results, and therefore it is our judgment that 
undertakings in which the sanit motive 
largely enters should be qperate by the 
public.

Would Limit M. 0. Extension. 

“We have just come to the conclusion 
that municipal ownership of public utill- 
ties should not be extended to revenue pro- 
ducing industries which do not involve the 
public health, the public safety, public trans- 
portation, or the permanent occupation of 
public streets or grounds, and that munici- 
pal operation should not be undertaken sole- 
ly for profit. 

“We are also of the opinion that all future 
grants to private companies for the cone 
struction and operation of public utilities | 
should be terminable after a certain fixed 
period, and that meanwhile cities should 
have the right to purchase the property for 
operation, lease or sale, paying its fair 
value. 

To carry out these recommendations ef- 
fectively and to protect the rights of the 
people, we recommend that the various 
states should give their municipaliti@s the 
authority, upon popular vote under reason- 
able regulations, to build and operate public 
utilities, or to build and lease the same, or 
to take over works already constructed.” 

Uniform system of accounts and regu- 
lation of stock and bond issues also is recom- 
mended by the committee.

Comparisons Are Impossible. 

In comparing conditions in Great Britain 
with those in America the committee says: 

„We wish to bring to your consideration 
the danger here in the United States of turn- 
ing over these public utilities to the present 
government of some of our cities. Some, we 
know, are well governed and the situation on 
the whole seems to be Improving, but they

| are not up to the government of British cities. 


Business men seem to take a pride in serving 
as city councilors or aldermen and the gov- 
ernment of such cities as Glasgow, Manches- 
ter, Birmingham, and others includes many 


band, prefers to choose’ them Herself; in- oer the best citizens of the city. These con- 


ditions are distinctly favorable to municipai 
operation. 

In the United States, as is well known, 
there are many cities not in such a favorable 
condition. It is charged that the political 
activity of public service corporations has in 
many instances beén responsible for the un- 
willingness or mability of American cities to 
secure a higher type of public service. This 
charge we believe to be true. While an in- 
crease in the number and importance of mu- 
nicipal functions may have a tendency to in- 
duce men of a higher type to become public 
officials, we do not believe that this of itself 
will accomplish municipal reform. We are 
unable to recommend municipal ownership 
as a political panacea.”’

Resent View on Water Works. 
Two of the committeemen, Charles L. Ed- 


York, object to certain portions of the com- 
mittee’s report and presented diesenting con- 
clusions. 

The say, in part: 

“The report says ‘ We are of the opinion 
that a public utility which concerns the 
health of the citizens should not be left to 
individuals, where the temptation of profit 
might produce disastrous results. and there- 
fore it is our judgment that undertakings 
in which the sanitary motive largely enters 
should be operated by the public.’ 

We dissent from this conclusion as having 
been proved by our investigation. In our 
opinion, privately operated water systems 
were, especially as regarde their considera- 
tion for the public health, as properly and 
successfully managed as the publicly operat- 
ed water systems.“

Want Effective Regulations.“ 

With. reference to the committee’s recom- 
mendation that/municipalities de given power 
to build and operate public utilities, or take 
over existing ones, they say: 

The words ‘under reasonable regula- 
tions” ‘were put into the report at the sug- 
gestion of Charles L. Edgar (one of the com- 
mitteemen), and were intended by®him to 
mean such regulations as would compel de- 
liberace consideration not only by the people 
but by their representatives, and would con- 
sequently prevent the superficial attractive. 
ness | zof the scheme from overriding the 

‘sober second thought’ of the people. We 
strongly dissent from any definition of ‘ regu- 
la tions which does not cover these polnts.“

If you plant your roses in 
the ground during summer they will make 
strong growth in spite of you, and all this 
growth wfll have to be sacrificed when you 
pot them in the autumn. 


Baby's Bath. 

Do not negleet the child’s dally bath, for 
this {is one of his greatest luxuries these 
summer days. The bath should not be given 
sooner than onehour after feeding. The head 
and face should first be washed and dried, 
the body should be soaped and the child 
should be placed in the tub with body well 
supported by the hand. It the child can sit 
alone, let him play and paddle having all the 
fun he can for ten or fifteen minutes. If he 
has eczema or any skin disease, do not put 
him in water, nor use soap unless you first

NATIONAL MOTORCYCLE RACES. 


Endyrance Contest from New York to 
Providence, in Which Three Chi- 
cago Men Are Entered. 


Charies Van Sicklen and.J. A. Turner of Chi- 
cago and A. B. Porter of La Salle, III., will par- 
ticipate in the national motorcycle endurance con- 
test, which, under the auspices of the Federation 
of American Motorcyclists, starts from New York 
at 4:30 o’clock tomorrow morning and concludes in 
Providence, R. I., early Wednesday afternoon. 
The contest this year has attained national im- 
portance, there being sixty entrants, representing 
thirteen states, including Ohio, In4iana, Illinois, 
and Wisconsin, while even Texas and Tennessee 
each have one nomination. The route takes in all 
sorts of roads, and on the first day will require the 
crossing of the Berkshire range in Massachusetts, 
the day’s destination being Springfield, Mass., 
200% miles. The following half day 105 miles will 
be covered. 

Incidental to the first day the competitors will 
be required to undergo a hill climing test on one 
of the steepest grades in the Berkshires, and after 
reaching Providence they will be subjected to a 
one pint economy on fuel consumption test on 
the track. Each starter receives an initial oredit 
of 1,000 points and will lose one point for each 
minute he falls behind the fifteen mile an hour 
schedule or two points per minute for exceeding 
it. Penalties also will be incurred for failure or 
pedaling in the hill climbing test and for per- 
formance in the economy trial. 

At Providence on Aug. 1 and 2 the annual meet- 
ing and election of the F. A. M. will occur and 
the national championships will be decided. A 
twenty mile road race, mile straightaway trials, 
and a hill climbing contest also are on the pro- 


gram.

Wheat. Responds Late to Bullish 


SHARP GAINS IN ALL GRAINS. 


Big Buying of July Corn and Oats |. 


Strengthens List. 


Cumulative evidence of the spread of black 
rust in the spring wheat country became too 
strong for, the shorts at the close of the week, 
and news of the same character that was 
ignoredearly at the end afforded the stimu- 
lus for a sharp upward movement which 
more than offset the losses sustained during 
the week. Northwestern traders, who for 
some time have long of bull news and 
short the market, at last took cognizance of 
the serious character of the news which they 
have been flooding this market with, and 
turned to the buying materially helping 
the final advance. t at the olose of 
Saturday's sessioh was de bullish ae it was 
bearish Saturday morning, and the post 
mavket trading in indemnities indicated the 
temper of the trade when ups for today 
e closing prices. 

range for the week was ap- 
proximately 80 for theactivemontha, the mar- 
ket having several bulges during the week, 
turning weak and strong from day to day, 


and finally closing et a net edvance for the, 


week of 20 to 40. 
Sentiment Is Badly Mixed. 


Trade during the week was of an unsettled. 


and nervous character. Filuctuationse were 
sharp and sentiment veered from one side of 
the market to the other from day to day. 
Outside trade wae lacking, and positive news 
of damage te the spring wheat, which ie now 
entering the most critical stage of tte growth, 

was considered essential to a permanent 
broadening of the market. With an active 
cask demand lacking. offsetting stimult in 
the way of crop damage either here or abroad 
was needful to get the outsider interested to 
any large extent and to sustain values. Pree- 
ent prices, which are about 17c higher than 
at the same time a year ago, are considered 
to have discounted the damage done to the 
winter wheat, and the most conservative trad- 

ere have been undecided which way to take 
their position. As a result the week was 
unsatisfactory tothe majority of speculators, 
who were badly “ whipsa wed whatever side 
they espoused. 

Spring Wheat Outlook Unpromising. 

All reports from the spring wheat country 
agree that the outlook for a normal erop 
is decidedly unpromising, although notable 
improvement has taken place since the rains 
of a few days ago. The acreage is from 7 to 
10 per cent less than last year, thecrop from 
ten days to two weeks late; and most of the 
reports are unanimous in saying the crop 
in all sections is generally thin and spotted, 
while in North Dakota the rains saved the 
crop from practical failure. The present out- 
look for the last named state is for about 60 
per cent of a crop, barring frost and further 
damage. 

Black rust is more than ordinarfly preva- 
lent at this season, and has been reported 
in South Dakota and Minnesota at several 
different points, being especially noticeable 
eee — — 
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ence is a source of

Premiums at Minneapolis have 
increased and a better tone is reported there.

Locally a fair amount of No. 2 red 
wheat has been disposed of and stocks here 
_will show a moderate decrease. 


Corn Crop Making Progress. 


Fine growing weather in the greater part 
of the belt, with reporte that the crop was 
making up considerably for the bad start, 
induced quite a little selling of corn, the 
deferred options being the weakest. In- 
cipient damage from hot winds and drought 
in southern Kansas and Oklahoma was 
nipped in the bud by beneficial rains, and 
southwestern buying, which helped prices in 
the middie of the week, was offset by later 
selling for the same account. On the break 
there was quite urgent buying of the cur- 
rent month, which lifted it to a premium 
over September, and strengthened the whole 
list. Light receipts and the strength in 
Wheat, with a good cash demand, were 
strengthening factors at the close of the 
week and values wound up %@Xc to 3960 
higher, the last named for July, May show- 
ing the smallest gain. 

The crop is making fair progress, but the 
Stand is deficient, and especially in Iowa 
the prospects are for a short crop.

up easily. Final prices on the other months 
were moderately higher, September gaining

Trade was light and prices moved principal- 
ly in sympathy with wheat. Accumulation of 
September by a leading oats trader absorbed 
the surplus offerings and made the short posi- 
tion increasingly uncomfortable. Thrashing 
returne have so far been irregular, with re- 
porte of light weight oats with poor yields, 
balanced against advices of heavy outturns. 
Cash demand has been good and shippers 
have had difficulty in getting good oats to 
fill their sales. Patten hag disposed of the 
greater part of the oats he took on May de- 
Hvery, and supplies of old stocks are being 
well cleaned up. 


Packers Support Hog Products,

Market Aspect Bearish; Wall 
Street Leaders Not Buying. 


BUSINESS DECLINE FEARED. 


General Expectation of Curtailment 
Makes Investors Cautious. 


No market aspects favorable to the bull 
side appear. Careful observation on the 
part of those most interested fail to dis- 
cover any of that kind of buying which pre- 
cedes an important uplift in prices.. Where 
there should be some enthusiasm there is 
apathy. 

It ia distinctly e that the impor- 
tant financiers are not buying stocks. 
Neither is there any investment demand 
for bonds. And when people like Harriman, 
Morgan, Kuhn-Loeb, and others do not buy 
seaurities, although proclaiming them cheap, 
| there is small reason for the little capitalists 
to buy for speculative turns. | 

It is generally conceded that stock prices 
are low in view of past records, present 
earnings, and the general future of the coun- 
try. This being the case, it may be won- 
dered why those who are most in touch 
with business conditions and who can com- 
prehend as well as possible their significance 
do not take advantage of the present oppor- 
tunity to make investments certain to turn 
out profitably. 

Whatever theory may be advanced for 
these interests not taking advantage of low 
Prices, the fact remains that they do not. 
It must rest, therefore, with the small specu- 
lator and investor to reason for himself 
whether or not he should buy at this time 
regardless of what those who are familiar 
with the treasuries of the companies and 
their future do. 


Probable Business Curtailment. 


It is believed there is one general senti- 
ment throughout country which deters 
miscellaneous specilative or investment buy- 
ing. The belief is abroad that the country 
‘fe. to experience a curtailment in business 
operations and a consequent curtailment of 
revenues and demand for money. With this 
sentiment prevailing; it is but a repetition of 
market history for the public and others to 
abstain from buying. 

It is problematic when the time will arrive 
for discounting the future. It can hardly be 
aseumed it is here yet. At the present time, 
symptoms are becoming pronounced of a 
slow-up in activity, but it is too early to gauge 
the possible extent of the contraction. By the 
turn of the year, some measurement of the 
future may be taken. Until that time, or 
until such time as conditions are pronounced, 
either favorable or unfavorable, the market 
will be little more than a trading one. 


Money Markets Firm. 

The money markets of the country continue 
to hold firm. The banks, east and west, feel 
that the coming autumn will be little different 
from those that preceded it in the matter of 
money fluctuations. That is their position at 
this time. A change must depend upon de- 
velopments. Such change is not now in sight, 
for corporations needing funds still put out 
short term securities as being the only kind 
of obligation that has proved attractive to 
investors. And again so far as the securities 
market is concerned it may be repeated fat 
if Hill, Harriman, and Morgan do not think 
stocks are cheap enough to buy, those less 
well informed may with safety follow the ex- 
ample of the group of capitalists mentioned. 


Large Gain in Deposits. 

The bank statement Saturday made a good 
exhibit. Although the increase in the ex- 
cess reserve was small, it was due to a large 
gain in deposits. The figures created a favor- 
able impression.

pf DEPUTIES READY TO MOVE 
IN MESABA RANGE STRIKE. 


Massmeeting of Those Sympathizing 
with Steel Corporation Held at Bo- 


vey—Camp of Armed Men There. 


Duluth, Minn. July 28.—A telephone mjee- 
sage this evening from Bovey, Minn., says 
Sheriff Hoolihan of Itasca county, who is at 
Nashwauk. bas sent a telegram to his deputy 
at Bovey, telling the latter to get the deputies 
unde arms and be prepared to move at a mo- 
ment's notice. 

A massmeeting of those sympathizing with 
the United States Steel corporation was held 

at Bovey this mgrning, with the result that 
about 150 men under arms are reported to be 
camped about the city hall prepared to en- 
train in ten minutes. There are about 100 
men under arms at the Holman location, 
who will be picked up en route to Nash- 
wauk. The mines at Nashwauk have not 
been closed at all.

AMERICA GETS SOLDIERS CHEAP 


Belief. Regular Army Man Was Paid 
More Here than in Other Nations 
Is Exploded. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—It has been 
assured that Uncle Sam's soldiers were by far 
the best paid in the world and that belief 
has in large part been the cause of the failure 
of attempts made in the past to secure in- 
creases in pay for the soldiers. But now, 
in connection with preparations being made 
to lay the subject of something wrong with 
the army before congress, it has been dis- 
covered that several nations are much more 
liberal in the treatment of their soldiery 
than the United States. 

A Canadian sergeant, for instance, enters 
upon his service with a wage of i per day, 
which increases according to the provisions 
of the longevity law to $1.25. The American 
sergeant’ gets $18. 

Cuba pays her soldiers three times as much 
as the American private. Other countries 
than these two exceed America in the pay 
allowed their soldiers and the data are being 
gotten together to make up a strong case 
to demonstrate to congress that the real rea- 
son for the numerous desertions from the 
American army is the small wage paid tothe 
soldier compared with the compensation in 
civil Hfe. ‘ 


LONDON PAPERS PAY DAMAGES. 


New Suit Brought by Soap Makers 
Against Mail and News Settled 
by Agreement.

LONDON, July 28.—A suit similar to that 
brought by Lever Bros., soap manufacturers; 
against the Daily Mail and the Evening News 
for attacks against the firm in the news- 
papers’ fight against the soap trust, entered 
against the same papers by Watson & Sons, 
soapmakers, Leeds, has been settled by 
agreement. The two papers, which are both 
owned by Lord Northcliffe, pay big damages 
and print a conspicuous apology.

INCREASE IN DEATH RATE 
DUE TO TRYING WEATHER. 
Children Form Large Proportion of the 


Victims—Police Join in Effort to 
Keep the City Clean. 


In the city of Chicago there were forty- 
eight more deaths last week than in the 
week previous. According to the health de- 
partment’s bulletin, this increase was due 
chiefly ta weather conditions. 

“Of the total,” says the bulletin, “thirty- 
six, or three-fourths, were of children un- 
der 5 years of age, while an analysis of the 
deaths by causes shows still more clearly 
the disastrous effects of the capricious 
weather just ended. Higher midday temper- 
‘atures and chilly nights are responsible for 
the increase of thirty-nine in the deaths 
from the acute intestinal diseases. The 
effects of heat prostration are seen in the 
increase Of sixteen deaths from heart dis- 
eases, of nine more from diseases of the 
nervous system, of seven more from pneu- 
monia and of five more from pulmonary 
consumption—as compared with the figures 
of the previous week. 

The bulletin says that “for the first time 
during its existence the health department— 
in. its efforts not only to safeguard the 
health but algo te promote the comfort 
and general well-being of the citizen—is 
receiving the active colperation and agsist- 
ance of the department of police. 

“The present chief, George M. Shippy, gen- 
eral superintendent of police, introduces this 
new departure by an order intended to abate 
the intolerable hot weather nuisance aris- 
ing from failure to remove promptly the 
bodies of dead animals from streets, alleys. 
and other places.” 

The bulletin reports that one fruit ven- 
der was fined $15 and costs during the week 
for selling decayed fruit, calls attention 
to an editorial in Tap Tano asking the 
public to cotperate in suppressing dishonest 
fruit dealers, and adds, What can two in-

The total number of deaths in the city 
from all causes, according to the bulletin, 
was 648, against 500 for the previous week 
and 507 for the same week in 1906.
